On. Thursday evening représenta- 
tives of McGill clashed with those of 
Queen's in an Intercoll««Iate debate, 
which took place In Kingston, on the 
subject: "Resolved^ That Legislation 
be sought to abolish; Canadian appeal 
,to th« Judicial Co^mUtee of the 
Privy Council." After a. close con- 
test, the UeclBlon Was granted to Mc- 
Oiir University; who upheld • the 

negative. 

In their arguments for the affirma- 
tive, the Queen's debaters, Campney 
aQd Knox, urg^d complete self-gov- 
ernment, and 'au tonoipy .for Capada. 
They pointed out thatîil j| ^» nj i^a is 
to establish her status '^a^arnàtlon, 
she mu8t have.Afull control of her 
Judiciary. .They.atressedthe existence 
of excessive an^ unproductive expense 
and delay which are entailed In the 
present system of appeal to the Privy 
Council. These, they claimed, would 
be greatly reduced if this system 
were done away with. 

R. Perreault and Dillon, represent- 
ln g 'Â ^\î '-^i S ii »^'' '^f> negative. 
They pointed put that the chief ad- 
vantage of appeal to the Privy Coun- 
cil is the Impartiality which cases 
referred to that body are sure to 
receive.- Besides, by_th6 system now 
in vogue it la possible io-concentrate 
the best legal minds; hot only of Can- 
ada. but of the whole Ëmplre, to de- 
cide perplexing points* of view. . Fur- 
thermore; the Privy Council is not 
composed only of Englishmen. It has 
in it representatives from the various 
Dominions of the British Empire. It 
thus helps to uphold the bonds of 
union and to strengthen the Empire.' 
ThQ negative further argued that ap- 
peal to the Privy Council is a sure 
way of keeping cases of such great 
importance that it la necessary 
take such action, free from local. or 
political influences. 

Both sides presented their argu- 
menta, very ably. It took the Judges 
half an hour to render the verdict 
whereby victory was given to McGlll. 

In a few suitable and appropriate 
words Mr. Campney proposed a hearty 
vote of thanks to the Judges, Judge 
Haycke, of Peterboro, Prof. Anger 
and Mr, Brymner. He thanked them 
for the able way in which they per- 
formed, their diii'cult tiik Mr. 
Abbott, president of the McGill 
Literary Society, In seconding tne 
motion, expressed hi^ apiircval of Ihu 
decision, and Joined Mr, C<>mpiiey in 
tendering hla thanks toithe Judges for 
the fine manner In' wfafcii they dis- 
charged their arduous task. He 
thanked Queen's for the courtesy and 
fine treatment accorded the McOill 
men.

It may be a mild dislike or it may be vibleint^hat«{ 
it may be reasonable, or it may be unjust. If it be unjust, unrea- 
soning, it is prejudice. And personal prejudice of this nature is best 
summed iip by this little-verse which is more truth. than poetry: 



"I do not like you Dr. Fell; 
The reason why I cannot tell. 
But this I know, and know full \v-!l, 
I do not like you Dr. Fell." 




t. There are people, educated as well as uneducated, who entertain, 
foster, find encourage race prejudice. They usually, when cornered 
: 'for reasons advance only the most trivial excuses for their puerile gusts 
of ill-will in attacking other nationalities. As an example, there are 
people who constantly attack the Japanese; advancing as their only 
.'reason|i;that fact that they are yellow.-.- The real reason underlying 
! their prejudice, if they are thinking people, is probably that the Japan- 
:ésè work more cheaply than white men do, and that they are afraid 
the competition of cheap labor will interfere with their own designs 
on more- and more pay for less and less work. We are tempted, to 
ask which is "yellow." But race prejudice is not confined to races 
divided by solbr.. Nations in Europe, yeS even here in America, throw 
idi^and 'abuse at each other for no reason at all except for national 
^eij founded upon jealousy and leading ultimately to national 
^d even''war. ' ■ 

Some of us are prejudiced against institutions. In' tnost' case; 
«(èJiifive lieard unsubstantiated attacks on these institutions, and have, 
wlthbirL&Yestigating the facts of the^charges, been only too- glad to 
hgnd'tBlp'^on. We' see college men who maké blind attacks on their 
sister colleges. The McGill man who "slams" another university 
; because she is not McGill is a cad. The same holds truè of the 
cfeSi'th-member who slurs a church to which he does not, belong be^ 
cause the. opinions of its adherents do not happen to coincTliie with his 
own, or because he has heard some hideous and unfounded tale' about 
the monstrosities practiced in the institutioi^s of that church. 

We call men fools because their opinions "are not bur own. We 
forget that there are two sides to eyery question. We prate of mon- 
jteX5 and.of petty jealousy when our pride is touched by an opinion 
which docs not exactly . fit our own ideas, or tickle -.ouriovyn vanity. 
^Wp cannot say too much evil of our political adversaries, of bur ath- 
c: opponents, of our rtiore briiliaht class-mates, or of those whose 
vàte mode of life does nat measure up to our standards. We sec 
freckle behind the other fellow's ear, and ignore the boil on our 
own chin< - - .

these two plants can now supply the 
whole of the world's demand for these 
two commodities.

(Trades Congreaa — Continued.) 

Sucb In general la liie activity of 
the early years ot the Congress — not 
▼ery intbrestlng. it U true, partly be- 
(sause these years were uneventful 
years throughout the Trade Union 
vorld generally, but also l)ecau8e of 
the character of the Congress acting 
; M it does more as à mirror of the 
Trade Union world In which are re- 
flected all its main currents and mov- 
ing forces. Towards the end of the 
'century It became more the battle 
ground If contending principles and 
iMtdeni, but in this, strictly speaking, 
been Mpresentatlve less of the de- 
velopment of Trade Unionism th^n 
the political aspirations of* Its mem- 
bers. 

We shall pass Quickly on, then, to 
the end of the century, when a very 
important move was made. The Trade 
iViiion Congress of 1899 appointed a 
Labor Representation Committee to 
investigate the possibility of forming 
a Labor Party to represent all the 
laboring classes in Parliament. The 
committee reported favorablyiifand in 
1900 "-the Labor Party came Into 
being. Originally it was a rather 
loose- organisation of Trade UnlOM. 
Socialist Societies, Trade Coûnc'Uî, 
}afl. oi) on, — in- fact, any organisation 
found in the ranks of the -working 
class was admitted. The elections of 
.1906, when 29, and In 1910, when -40 
Labor canc'tdates were elected, shows 
the growing importance of the Labor 
Party in the field of poUtlcB. 

In 1906 a serious railway strike 
was threatened — better wages, 
shorter hours, recognition of their 
Union were demanded. .The situation 
was realiy serMus. The conditions of 
rallwaymen -were very poor at this 
time, and their pay was wretched — 
in fact poverty and lack of work was 
i-lfe throughout '.all- the working 
cltieses, " 9.6 -per cent, of the Union 
members themselves were out of work 
and pauperism had assumed the pro- 
portions of a national menace. At 
this Juncture the "good genius" 
makes his first appearance. Mr. 
Lloyd George was then président of 
thé Board of Trade, and by setting up 
udtlonal conclMation boards composed 
oi employers and employees, he avert- 
ed the strike and cleared the whole 
ilituatlon. If the local board failed io 
come to -an agreement, thé dispute 
was taken before a central concilia- 
tion board, and finally, if necessary, 
before an arbitrer. This arbitration 
system was made compulsory by the 
government for a period of six years. 
There were only small strikes during 
this period, and it also had this effect 
for the Unions that It' saved them 
Immense sums In strike doles. 

The rapidly growing Unions at this 
.inie urged the practice of concllla- 
ion wherever posslblel Socialism Is 
iow become a predominating Influ- 
ence In the Trade Union world. It is 
not the type of Socialism which' ad- 
vocated a complete overturning of the 
existing order, but. the type which be-. 
Heves in attaining their ends by oon- 
olliatlon and by constitutional politi- 
cal methods. Evidence of this social- 
istic Influence is found in a resolution 
passed at the T. U. C. at Hull'ln 1908 
by a small majority: ."That In the 
opinion of this conference the time 
has now arrived 'when the Labor 
tarty 'shall have as a definite object, 
the socialization of the means of pro- 
duction, distribution and exchange, 
to be controlled by a. democratic state 
in the interests of the entire com- 
munity; and the complete emancipa- 
tion of Labor from the domination of 
Capitalism and Landlordism; with 
the establishment of social and econ- 
omic equality between the sexes." 
Mention of a few more résolutions of 
cougfesses andrCOhfeiiences will serve 
to Illustrate îh^'îondencles of the 
times: 

,1. Condemned the. marketing of 
prison-made goods; 

-Urged the creation of a Ministry 
of Labor. ', 

3. Approved the government scheme 
of unemployment insurance, but dis- 
approved of the government subsidiz- 
ing T. U. funds as tending Id' chal- 
lenge the independence of the Unions. 

4. Favored (Woman Suffrage and 
the Budget. 

. fi. Rejected, the idea of 'compulsory 
adbitratlon. 

;. 0. Favored the abolition of the 
present House of Lords. 
: The history of the Industrial world 
from 1909 up to the beginning of the 
war— or rather up on 1912 is colored 
by a new force which came suddenly 
and disappeared Just as quickly. Syn- 
dicalism, the force to which I refer, 
resulted in a number of huge strikes 
which shook industrial England to lu 
foundations. Theré were the Railway 
strike In 1911, the Transport Workera 
strike in 1912, and the Miners strike in 
1912. Several causes can be attributed 
to this rise of Syndicalism In England. 
Mr, Lloyd George's syst-î n of concilia- 
tory boards did not toatlnue as satis- 
factory as it had begun, owing largely 
to the very unconcillatory spirit of 
some of the employers. This caused 
friction and when in the report of tJie 
Royal Commission their union was not 
given full recognition, the ralliyaymen, 
200,000 of them, went out on strike, 
thus breaking their agreement of ISOC. 
The disgust at the lack of action on 
the part of their own labor members, 
and hatred of established authorUy. 
especially as vested in the House of 
Jx>rd8, who were undoubtedly opposed 
to the Trade Unions, possibly led to 



this reve^sibn-to syndicaUsm ittdth is 
the first L-ousIn of Bolshevism. Deeds 
and not words became their slogan. 
They saw the governing classes cur- 
talllnr j^Lb strength of the unions and 
as Qtber methods had failed the strike 
was the only weapon left' In 1912 
the T. U. C refused by a voté ot 2 to 
1, to condemn and oppose syndicalism 
and direct action. The one here Is 
for the most part the socialist party 
and the I. T. P. who were both op- 
posed to syndicalism. 

The miners strike ot 1912 en^ed in 
more or le^s; of. a. triumph for syndi- 
calism wlîên 'i^iTe Miners illntmum 
Wage Bill was passed, which made the 
miner's , minimum dally wage Ss. 
Strangely enough after this victory thé 
wave of syndicalism declined, and (he 
socialist element gradually gained the 
controlling ^and-. 

The Trade Unions now settle down 
and the most Important thing, to note 
Is a growing tendency towards larger 
associations. In 1913 the NaUonal 
Union of Rallwaymen arose, and In 
the same year the National Transport 
Workers Union. la 1914 those two 
uniting with the miners form a huge 
working alliance called the "Bk 
Three." When the war comes these 
big associations are demanding an 
eight hour day and a hlghe,r minimum 
'ffage. I 

The Labor Unions and the Labor 
Party from the- first pledged their 
whole-hearted t support of the war.' 
The laboring classes were eritlzed at 
first as not doing their fair share and 
not, throwing their full weight into, t^e 
struggle. But this was a period when 
a great many people besides the work- 
ing classes failed to take the w.ir 
seriously and If you remember It took 
at least à year or two. for a whole lot 
of people to settle down to the task. 
What is more, the Trade Unionists vol- 
untarily sacrificed all their union re-i 
gulatjons for tlie period of the war - 
and that meant much to him as they 
had beien won at no small cost Th^ 
labor members put forward their best 
efforts to assist the government and 
Mr. Henderson was gfven a seat In the 
CàblneVin recognition of his services.! 
A report of the Royal Commlsslbn lii 
1916 which inquired Into" the condi- 
tions of munition workers revealed 
some astounding facts as to the priva- 
tions that these workers were under- 
going. Ten to eighteen hour shifts, 
T-day weeks and no holidays, together 
with unbearabtfe living conditions re- 
call the eàrly days of the factory sys- 
tem. Ltmltltldbs bad to be Impoeed 
to prevent 'Ih^in breaking . down In 
hetiith. • ■ - •■- ■ .>: 

There was some discontent in 1016 
over the increased cost of living, and 
it is at this time. toejjproiOJièr first 
begins to come into prominence. Iha 
T. U. C. asked the government to 
protect them . by such measures as 
regulating prices and increa'sing taxes 
on large Incomes. It is interesting to 
note that in the crisis in December, 

1916, Lloyd George oallfld In no less 
than eight Labor meii|>ers to form.hlB 
Cabinet. 

The next big thing in the indus- 
trial world is the Whitley report of 

1917, which sUted "that the whole 
relationship of employer and em- 
ployee must ot necessity change." 
Now we see Royal Commissions grad- 
ually coming round to the point of 
view, and the opinions which formerly 
only found expression in Trade Union 
Congresses and' other Labor confer- 
ences. With this change of attitude 
the Labor world has now more hope 
of .attaining their ends than ever be- 
fôre, and subsequent 'events have. 
Justified these hopes. People in all 
classes at last are beginning to see 
that democracy is as necessary In the 
world of industry as it is in the world 
of politics. With this general change 
of attitude which the Whitley report 
Illustrates, end with the old aversion 
to and hatred of change largely swept 
away by the war. It Is certain that 
great reforms will be effected within 
the next few years. 

One of the resolutions brought 
about by the war time legislation was' 
a complete turning away on the part 
of Labor from any Idea of a socialized 
state. They realized that capltallsU 
and captains oif Industry would have 
an even more 'complete control over 
them in that state than in the pres- 
ent. Guild Socialism has largely 
risen tq take its place. Guild Soclal- 
Isni is i syatem'which gives the state 
the ownership of the Industries, while 
the workers run them. It seeks to 
eliminate the capitalist profit-maker, 
who makes profit solely by virtue of 
ownership, and to give the worker as 
nearly as possible the full product for 
his labor. Managers and heads, of 
departments will have the same 
duties as now, but his earnings will 
be from the labor of his brains and 
not Interest on his capital. 

By the Whitby report permanent 
Joint committees aro 'esUbilshed in 
every industry holding regular meet- 
ings where on an equal footing em- 
ployers ani employees discuss ail 
questions relating to the Industry. 
District boards iiro p.oposed for each 
industry to deal with larger quesllcns 
—also .national councils - which It Is 
hoped will develop into a kind of in 
dustrial parliament These boards 
are recognized by the government, but 
their rise Is, voluntary. It can be 
seen that the proposals of the Whitby 
report are a step well on thç way to 
the system advocated' by the 'Guild 
Spclallsts and tlie transitional stages 
would not be such a difficult matter. 

The question of nationalization now 
looms large In the labor world — in 
fact lu the whole range of English 
politics, and there is hardly a que-*- 
tion which is arousing more interoHl 
in England to-day. Its p'-nraiuanca

came about in this way. At a critical 
period during the war thé Welsh cqal 
miners went on strike; and in thé 

anxiety to get them back to work, the 
government met their demands by ap 
pointing a Royal Commission to go 
thoroughly Into the question of nation 
allzatlon, further promising to aet 
upon the majority report of the Com 
mission..* Under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Justice Sankey, the comuvission 
wont thoroughly Into the coal ques- 
tion. . After sitclne for a. long time, 
and crdss examining '. several coal 
owning peers on everji . Imaginable 
phase of the coal mining industry, 
the commission came out in their 
report as favoring nationalization. 
They found private ownership to bo 
inefficient and wasteful, and de- 
clared "there was ,no prospect of a 
successful continuance of the Indus- 
try under private ownership, however 
reformed." The report also stated 
that the workers refused to work for 
private profit, and demanded a real 
control of the Industry. This is a re- 
port of a Royal Comm.ission represent- 
ing, as It is supposed to, do. the sane 
and sober Judgment of the nation, 
and also backed by public opinion. 
The government Instead of abiding 
by their promise, have so far refused 
to accept the decision or to act 
upon It.
